VALUE OF DOCKAGE IN WHEAT

Material Sometimes Contains Quanti-
ties of Nutritious Grain,
Good for Farm Use.

Daocknge found in wheat in some in-
stupces I8 of real value, whille in othe
ers it not only may hiave ne value but
often may coutaln ingredients thot are
positively harmfal if gronud with the
wheat, say specialists of the United
Sintes Pepartment  of sAgriculture,
Tlhe yalue of docknge, therefore, de-
pends on the value of the materinl
sepirated freom the wheat, Docknge
froquently contuins quantities of outri-
tious grain and weed seeds, as flnx-
seedd, wild oats, or other cerenl grains,
Much of tius materinl ean be used to
good advantnge as pouliry or stock
feed.  Wild  mustard  and  flnxseed

can be removed from the dockage In

practically n pure state by the use of
sgpecial clenning machinery, such as is
sometimes found in terminnl elevators
nnd the larger flour mills, but even
then the cost of eleanlng will be con-
slderable, nud when so sepurated will
ordinarlly command a falr price,

Under the docknge system of the
federal standuards, the smount of for-
elgn materinl separated and consid-
ered ns docknge Is deducted from the
welght of the wheat purchased and,
In nny event, does not affect the grade
of the clean wheat. 'Fhis rexuits In a
higher grade and the price paid Is on
the basis of this grade for the docknge-
free whoeat.
